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THE TRUST DEBATE.

From the report of the debate on trusis
which took place at Chautauqua yesterdar,
it appears to have been conducted with
more zeal than discretion. That, at least,
is the impression given by the report which
appears in another column,

Of course the representative of the trust
theories, deputed by the Standard Oil mag-
nates to instil their precepts into the Chau-
tanquans, repested the sophistries of Mr.
Dodd, that the trust is a deviee for bringing
the largest capital to bear on indastricl en-
terprises, and told the old story about the
reduction in the price of petroleam sinece
the Standard controlled that interest.

Every one who has any intimate knowl-
edge of the question can see the sophistry
of these arguments. The concentration of
capitsl necessary to perform industrial
work has pothing to do with trusts. The
eorporation laws of the various States afford
full opportunity for that RBot the com-
biaseten of the corporations into trusts and
pools has only the parpose of preventing
competition. As to the claim that the
Standard Oil Company hes reduced the
price of petrolenm, its utter deoception s
proved by the fact that the price stated
the comparison is that on petrolenm ex-
ported to be sold in competition with the
Russian oil fields. The domestic price of
petroleum at the periods when the mopopoly
of the Btandard has been supreme, could
tell a very diflerent story.

The report does pot show whether Dr.
Gladden replied to these sophistries or not.
Itisto be hoped that he did; but they are
so shallow, that if he did not, the further
disonssion of the subject will make their
exposure plain.

LIBERAL IN PROMISE.

The bicyele locomotive which is expeeted
to revolutionize railway travel is to be tried
1o the vicinity of Brighton Beach soon. If
about 50 per cent of its claims ean be made
good, it will introduce a new era in mail-
roading. A railroad that ean safely- attain
a speed of one hundred and fifty miles an
hour at one-third the present cost of rail-
roads, is eertainly to cause a smash-up
among the old methods of railroading,
whatever it does with the passengers. But an
ineredulous public will wait to see these
results made good in practice before pinning
its faith to the invention. When the new
kind of railroad attains a speed of & hund-
dred miles an hour with safety, the public
will greet it with acelaim. Until then it
is needless to suggest the difference between
promise and performance. .

WHOLESALE CLEANSING CALLED FOR

We are glad to see that the New York
Worid, which certninly deserves the credit
of outspokenness with regard to the seandals
in polities, insists upon the necessity of
selecting clean men for the Legislature at
Albany, This it justly declares to be vital,
not only for the sake of securing decent
action in the election of the United States
Benator from New York, but also for the
take of stemming the corraption and job-
bery, with whieh the capital o1 that State
has been sarfeited in previous years,

This is splendid advice; but the necessity
of purification is not confined to Albany
alone. The World has also made recent ex-
posures which show a most urgent neoed for
selection of clean men in the administration
of justice in New York City. When bogus
divorees are granted by collusion between
court officers, and eminent Judges oo the
bench are by their own confession found to
have been engaged in stock epeculstions,
there is an evident necessity not onlyof put-
ting clean men in such places, but oi clean-
ing out the places themselves before the new
elass of officials is installed in office.

In fact, the politienl want of New York
appears to be the eleaning ont of the entire
breed of politicisas now influential in both
Btate and city politics, Possibly other
States may have the zame need; but New
York's is so urgest that mo less heroic
measure iz likely to be effectual than the
entire deportation of the polivieal elass and
the development of & new breed of politi-
cians.

AN EXAMPLE ONF THE OTHER SIDE.

The strike of dock laborers in London, is
developing into a geperal struggle with
something like the rapidity that character-
ized the spread of the railrond strikes in this
country in 1877, It has extended into other
branches and at present threatens to para-
lyze the entire movement of industry in the
English eapital. Ouor free trade friends
who are so much in love with the English
system and have been so lovd in holding up
Pittsburg strikes as an evidenee of the fail-
ure of the protective tariff, have had little
to say of this labor trouble. But all sminecere
men will recognize itas evidence thatin free
trade countries, &sin pro#ectionist ones, the
conflict between labor and eapital as to their
respective shares of production, in money
form, is irrepressible,

SOAP AT WASHINGTON.

After s briefl sojourn in Washington the
officeholder, & correspondent of Tae Dis-
PATCH states, becomes amazingly niee in
his tastes, The atmosphere of the Capital
would seem to buve a refining effect upon the
clerks in the departmenis, no matter where
they hail from. As evidenee of this trans
formation, it is pointed out that a clerk,
who when he eame te Washington did not
care what soap he used in his abluiions,
even it he were particular about washing at
ull, is not satisfied now unless he oan get
the most expensive brand of soap mdfie.

Hitherto it has been understood generally
that the office holder eared not wo much for

mup for washing purposes as he did for
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saponaceons article whieh Dorsey is said to
have used’ with such success in Indiana
elections some years ago, and which under
other names is still prescribed by profes-
sional politicians as a bait for “floaters”
and doubtful voters on election day. Per-
haps the familiarity with the latter kind of
“soap'’ breeds an affection for the former in
the Washington departments. What an ex-
cellent thing 1t would be if the habitof
keeping his hands clean were to induce the
clerk to see the beanty of keeping his con-
science unsoiled also. Anyhow cleanli-
ness, Moral or physical, should be encour-
aged. There will be little reason for dom-
plaint if extravaganes in the depariments
at Washiogton is only visible in the bills
for soap.

LARGE-SIZED-ON PAPER.

And now we learn of a corporation with
an alleged 13,000,000 capital whose raisen
d’etre is to buy up all the Monongabela
river mines and run them under a single
management. Owners of mining property
are either to sell out entirely or take stock
in the new concern as they choose.

This has the surface intimations of a trust;
but it lacks some of the most essential feat-
ures. In the first place, there is a direct
carporate investment and responsibility. In
the next place anything like & monopoly of
the coal trade is impossible. Even if the
company ecan bny up all the coal l.nds
trom here to the headwaters of the Monon-
gabela—which is unlikely—in order to
obtain a permanent control of the market it
would bave to extend its purchases to a
degree that would make that acquisition
seem like adrop in the bucket. It must
absorb the coal of West Virginis, that of
Kentucky, a portion of Southeastern Ohio
ficlds and also of the Tennessee and Ala-
bama districts before it could be secure in
trying to sustain prices in the lower river
markets.

The only advantages that such a corpors-
tion could secure wonld be either economy
in production and handling, or-the profits
of floating the stock of a lughly eapitalized
corporation. On the first point, the figures
which are published are not such as to in-
spire confidenee. An estimate that the say-
ing of $250,000 in expenses of handling
amounts to a dividend of 6 per centon
§13,000,000 capital—which is the statenient
attributed to a supporter of the scheme, does
not show very careful figuring. The float-
ing of the stock for investment does not
promise much on &8 market already glutted
with such offerings; and this leaves, as the
mwost evident particular of profit, the united
strength which such a corporation could
command in securing the depression of
wages,

That would probably be the principal re-
sult, if the scheme should ever materinlize.
But the internal evidenoces and the denials
of a majority of the river coal men, set the
report down as containing more imaginstion
than financiering.

The nation is on the tip-toe of expect-
aney; or it ought to be. The ery “he
comes!” beginning at New York City is
spreading, and swelling as it spreads, over
the whole continent.

Tre-
mendotis preparations are being made in
New York City for the reception of ihe
hob-nobber with monarchs, That palatial
steambost—see New York advertisements—
the Laura M. Starin bas been hired to take
out a party of distinguished persons eager
to shake the hand of the man who shook
the band of Queen Vietoria. A beantiful
free lunch will be served on the boat, and
presumalbily the Markis of Montana, as Mr.
Russell Harrison has been called since his
translation into the upper circles, will be
served as dessert. We presume that Mr.
Harrison—his f{riends who are spontane-
ously preparing the welcome,'that is—will
see that the proper arrangements are made,
as Mr, Bill Nye puts it, for the cut flowers
snd rum, .

We hope those terrible New York inter-
viewerswill deal gently with the Preaident’s
son. They really musn’t cast & gloom over
this national, or is it international? festi-
val. It is to be expected that the chum of
the Prinee of Wales, with the recollections
of Windsor Castle’s clean beds and Band-
ringham’s smoking room thronging his
mind, will be quite English you know. He
may have the Bond street stare and the sin-
gular eye-glass, his tongue may labor with
the languid “haw-haw,” and his clothes
may hang about him in the English way,
but it should be remembered that he is doing
a good deal to come home at all. With
those mysterious sun-spots shrinking and
the weather provhets snd the Second Ad-
ventists contending in dismal prophecies of
disasters near at hand, the United States
wants all its great men at home. It is very
noble for Mr., Russell B. Harrison to tear
himsell away from the erowned heads of the
Old World, and we hope the bouquets and
the ram, the cheers and the handkerehicf
waving of the ecrowd on the Laura M,
Starin, will compensate him somewhat for
his seli-sacrifice.

THE GAME PLAYED 0UT.

An interview with a person who bas been
snccessful in flosting stocks of so-ealled
American trusts in London, published in
the New York Sun recently, discloses the
fuct that the English market is full to re-
pletion with that sart of thing. As aresult
of the inflated stocks which have been
palmed off on British investors that class is
now refusing to take stock in any project
that comes from the United States. This is
& repetition of the experience in regard to
American railway securities which in the
most diluted state were unloaded on our
British cousins in the early part of the last
decade, with the result of destroying for
years the ability to negotiate any railway
securities nt all in London.

The fact that the hydranlic eapabilities of
the trust scheme are now thoroughly recog-
nized on both sides of the ocean will remove
one of the lesding stimulants of that craze.

THE proposition of a private corperation
to furnish Allegheny ber water supply at a
charge of §50,000 & year does not strike the
city officials very fuvorably. 7his is per-
hape natural; but the proposal makes it in-
eraubent upon them to show that the same
results can be obtained as cheaply under
city management.

TuE doubts which are raised as to whether
the new battleship Texas which was to be
built upon the plans that Seeretary Whit-
ney purchased in England, will float or not,
combined with the ill suceess of the Charles-
ton, which was a copy of a Japanese iron-
clad, raises the question whether the En-
glish naval experts are not maintaining the
